The book is published in installments 
of pamphlets for the purpose of: raising 
means for the publication of the book. 
The friends of the enterprise ‘and ‘the 
church will therefore appreciate the neces- 
sity of subscribing at this stage of the 
matter. 

From the pamphlet we glean the follow- 
ing interesting facts. 


The first Presbyterian Minister, who | S¢uere 


came to this country, was Rey. Francis 
MaKemie, who settled in Maryland, in 
1682. The first Presbytery was organized 
in Philadelphia, in 1704, and consisted of 
seven ministers, and the first Synod, of four 
Presbyteries, in 1717,in Philadelphia. In 
1741, the Congregational element seceded, 
and the Synod was split. In 1758, there 
was a Union, ut in 1789, they split again. 


In New York lately, as our readers are 
aware, the effort was mate to re-unite them 
with probable success. 

In 1796 the Presbytery of Hopewell was 
erected, embracing the State of Georgia. | 03 
The Pres!:yterian Church, however, ex- 
isted in Georgia before this. A Church 
was Organized in Savannah in 1765. A 
colony of Scotch Presbyterians settled at 
Darien, «a! «out 1735. 

It is not probable there were any Pres- 
byterian Ministers in Georgia, during the 
revolution, save One in Savannah. This the 
Rev. John Joachim Zubley, who preached 
in English, German and French. 

The first native ordained’, in Georgia, 
was Rey. Thomas Goulding, of Midway, 
Liberty county. 

The Church, in Georgi:, lived feebly un- 
til 1820, when it entered upon a career of 
rapid progress. Rev. Francis Cummings, 
Greenesboro, John Brown, Meses Waddell, 
at Sandy Creek, Thomas Newton, Edward 
Pharr, N. 8S. 8. Beman, at Mt. Zion, and 
Ben. Gilderslave, composed the Presbytery. 
The whole number of members reported 
was 342, though there Were others. 

In 1823 the Georgia Educational Society 
was forme. out of which grew Oglethorpe 


University. Emory College and Mercer | 


University: 

In 1826 the Presbytery consisted of fif- 
teen licentiates and thirty-one churches.}t 
In 1831 it had seventy members, ministers 
and elders. This will show the rapid|, 
growth. 

In 1846 the Synod of Georgia met in 
Macon. 

It now has six Presbyteries to-wit: Au- 
gusta, Savannab, Cherokee, Florida, At- 
lanta,and Macon. It has 88 ministers, 14] 
churches and 8,000 communicants, ;
